the "lawyer class"' of statesmen. Of Jlr. Parker 
nothing can be said m depreciation of his qualifica- 
tions as a echo-Jar and a gentleman,

The case of TTihlam Fielder, who had been charged

The question* 
was whether .the Extradition Treaty between the 
United States and England authorized the issue of a 
warrant for tae arrest of Fieioer, lie being a BntSsk 
subject and a deserter from a British, ship. The 
Commissioner decided tnat there was nothing in the 
Treaty of iTStto justify the apprehension of Fielder. 
The twenty-seventh article or the trsatv states that 
the offenders who may be surrendered under it to 
either governmentare murderers and forgers. The 
Ash'ourtou Treaty, which, is ol a later date, mates no 
reference to what shall be aone wit a deserters rrom 
the mercantile marine of either country. And so 
ilr.

Very R.CT. Henry Alford, T>. J>. 


A cable telegram from London reports the sudden 


death onthol2tlilnsl. ofthc Very Rev. Henry Alford, 
Dean of Canterbury. Ho was born In London in 
1810 aud was educated atllmliistcr Grammar School. 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where ho gradu- 
ated with honors. His first 'appearance in public 
was as tno author of a volume of poems entitled 
"Poems and Poetical Kragracnis," published In 1831. 
Four years later he published -'The School of the 
Heart and Other Poems." whicli has passed tlirungh 
several editions in the Uallcd States nnd England. 
Mr. Alford was elected a Fellow or Trinity College in 
1834, and from the following year till 1833 was vicar 
of 'W/neswold; Leicestershire. 
Tu 1841 ho pubiisned 


"Chapters on the Poets of Greece," ana during the 
season of ls«-2 was Jiulsean lecturer in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. Until 1857 he also Held the 
positioner Examiner ofloa.c and Moral Phllosopnv 
n the Onlversltv of London, fn addition to the 
works already mentioned, tue deceased published 
a complete edition or tho Greek Testament and an 
edition of the New Tcstameut, with revised text- 
several volumes of Fermoiw, and various other 
works. Until 1857 Mr. Alfor-J was officiating min- 
ster at tbe Quebec street chapel, and upon me 
death of Dean Lyall, in the same year, was ap- 
jomted to tho Deanery of Canterbury bv Lord 
Paimerston. He bore a (leserrealvliiRii reputation 
as a poet and biblical scholar ana as" an eloquent 
preacher.

iSpanb'n manner. It must be understood, however, 
ftaat the seats for spectators use terrace-like froia 
the arena to near the top or the outer wails, and are 
simply a succession of steps resembling the tempo- 
rary sears of the interior of a rravei'mg circus. 
Tne space beneath tills ascent of steps on the west- 
ern side of the building is therefore open, and the 
audience were overhead as I entered, and could be 
seen through tlie iasterslices of the seats. Turning to 
t ae left from the entrance and following iny chape- 
ion, I passed through a small gate, and in the first 
apartment lonnd aoous a dozen horses and Hires 
_inules saddled and capa' isoneJ for the combat. 
1 Of the hoises the ieso said the better, as they wera 
jtae most miserable cag-mag morsels ol eaumo nesh, 
that could be got together. Suinney were ail yeung 
jsnisnals, but looted as though, never well cared for. 
one peculiar feature of tneir appearance was their 
color, which was inamlya bnadleof gray, white, yel- 
low and liver colors, strangely mixea. They were ail 
'saddled with the old lasluoued lilgU pommelled 
•Mexican (') saddle, and the saddle cioihs and bridles 
liacl »ome pretensions to tinsel mountings. But 
there was a still stranger feature in the fact that just

Tfte mules were furihc-r 011 aud were gorecously

'broldered '-head stalls" plenteously bespangled 
T,-uh stars and beatriped vrith ribbons. They were 
splendid specimens of lUexr mongrel breed ana evi- 
dently did not appreciate thej ridiculous patsimty 
as tiicy tossed their heads au-J set the tnousaiid 
BClls which, covered them, jingliag. I asked the 
ESining of their being all uaraossed abreast to a 
suigle stout irhiinstres, and was toid that they were 
u=ed to draw the dead bulls oat of the ureua.

cians. A little girl, dressed as a. vivimcllere aud 
about ten years ot age, was with the troop?, and I 
was infoimed that the presence of thU force w:.s 
for the preservation of the peace, if necessary. There 
were al-o fvo small detachments ol the salva-suar- 
dia, asoit of police gendarmerie, armed, witn short, 
"oroad bUded swords of the Koinan pattern. Tne 
band occupied the orchestra platform aad the troops 
took up a position immediately behind them, and in 
such a waj- that they could "command" the whole 
audience. 


A TEU3.TET BLAST 
was just taen heard at the entrance, and several 
carnages, fined with dtsUnprui'ben men ana officers 
of the aimy, wearing cocted hats, dio>"e ur>. There 
was n buzz of excitement andawiiirl ana a du^t, 
aad the uarty entered. 


Two minutes later General Count Yalmaseda, 
Captalu General ad irtieran of tha island of Cuba, 
entered the box marked with the roi ai arms, ac- 
companied by some citizen friends and official?. 
The audience rose to tiieir feet, most of the heads 
were uncovered, and a wielcaed attempt was marie 
to yet up a mm 1 Tne baud p ayed the '-Marcha 
Kcal." The fat, sensual looting man, who was thus 
dubiouslv v.-elcomed, bowed an indinercut acknowl- 
edgement, and the ov.ittoa (•) on tue first public ap- 
pearance ol the tj rant was complete. 


ANOTHER TRUIUET BLAST 
was shortly heard, the gate-> of the arena swung 
open, and a voung man, handsomely attired, gal- I 
loped into the rintr, mounted on a splendid sorrel 
horse, saluted by taklns off nls hat, and bareheaded 
rode up in front of Valmaseua's box. A key. vsraD- 
ped in ribbons, was thro-.vn from the President's 
bos. and the young Horseman gracefully caught it 
In his hat, sainted aad gallosed out. It was the Key 
of ins bull pens. 


As he disappeared a procession of all the bnll- 
fiirhters on loot, and marching three abreast, ap- 
peared, followed bi the three 'mdes before described, 
and the three mounted picadors on their miserable 
little steeds brought up the rear. These men also 
saluted by uncovering tnelr Heads, and at once scat- 
lered to take up position as tne males were driven 
cat of tne ring and the gates closed. The toreadors 
tojic un positions around the areaa, the picador?, 
wua puics, set, facing the bull-wicKet. The small 
gale was then opened, and

as a splendid blacK bull sne'l liKe a rocket tii-ouca 
the doorway and Into the arena. For a moment he 
paused, looked annum him, leaped three or four 
times with ruad contortions BI ms oodv, and- men 
cantered gracefully round the rlne. looki'm* intently 
at each of the bun-fighters, who shoos their large, 
colored cloths close to hi0i as he careened nast them. 
Ifavicg rnaJe the circuit of tne rlnp: without ohecfc- 
ing his course for an instant, hs charged straight at 
one of the picidons. The horse shied, receiving 
only parr of the shoes, and the bn'i swept on, 
making snndry Joints at the capiatiores. but avoid- 
ing ttiem with a tsis of his nead and a whisK of his 
tan. 
] 


Now all the blindfolds were let down bv tne riders 
over the horses' eyes, so u>at mere might Vie no 
more sttylng-. and a caplador advanced to ther 
centre of tnc rmg and shook his c .pa out to attract 
the ball. Tne brute drove at Him liKe a thunderbolt 
but the man leaped lightly aside and avoider 
him. ana instantly the bell's horns collided wuh a 
horse's breast, as tne picador parried tee shoes 
wllh Ins BiEe. «lig-ntly piercmj the bull's shoulder. 
A rosette of ribbon, as large as a dinner plate, and 
with a dozen long streaiue-s attached, was stuck 
by an arrow point into the bull's Hide over his loins 
before he entered tne Tins, and evidently irritated 
hinj, as he kicked savagely at il. Round and roana 
he swept, eyeing wita reddened glare his oppo- 
nent?, his nostrils dilated, his tad waring in the alt, 
aad his tongue show ing blooiiy red in his ha'f open 
mouth. He^ had a dozen sKirinishss "with the eapia- 
dores, and then, wuhont a oause. swept his horns 
into a horse's a.ro'-vS. Tiis p'ooi steed staggered to 
get aw.'u. but the bull bore him up asainstr 
tne 
wall, and 
m a 
moment; left 
lum 
to 
pursue a. capiador. The picador was almost dis- 


I mo-mted. and. lost his pike, but soon recovered it, 
and his horse trembled from the shock. A hole in 
the horse's side thas an apple imghr pass through 
was tne result, and tlie blood streamed from the 
wound, "onward1' was the bail's motto, and in an 
instant a picador the other side of the arena wa-; 
almost jerKed our of his saddle, as he sent his piks 
nomc mto the bull's shoulder and thus turned him 
irom his horse's breast. 


THUEE C.VFIADOT^S 
in quick succession fled behind the buttresses, with 
thc:r capas torn by the norus of tne pursuing bull, 
and there was a tremendous roar of voices and 
"cira toro" as the enmged beast acain charged on 
the wounded horse ami hurled his rii.er to the 
ground. 
Tne c-ipladores rusued to the spot and 
wildly waved their mantles to divert thoanlmal from 
the prostrate man. and as the lowered head and 
Horns reeled into their midst, they jumped aside and 
the bull darted into open =naee- A irasn six inches 
long-ami two inches deep marse-l :ne shoulder of 
the already ba-lly gored horse. i>nt ivja-n he was 
mounted, one side of his "oodv bains smeared witn 
blood, wnlch contrasted strangely with 1113 ssin of 
sorrel aad white. 


Aroind and aronnd and back and lorth acro=s the 
ring the. bull dashed lixe an amclorjc. andcapia- 
dores tauntiiiKly made way for hint as the yeople 
shouted encouragement to the ocas^. 
Tn^n lie 
stopped short and stirtly pawed the ground, with 
lowered head, and away ie dashed again, gorinc a 
horse's out ocks and lining huu almost perpendicu- 
larly into the air: but, foriunatelv. nis eye rested on 
a wavmsr baaaora. and the horse was spared far- 
ther injury than two deep lacerations. All ihe 
horses were new T.onaded. the bull was bleeding 
coph'nsiv irom a dozen wound-* on h:« sh-mldcr* i 
an-1 Jhc enthusiasm was at iis heishr. A hnndreil 


lo tne expliing beast as he nroope'l his head and 
slowly dropped to his kucei, then let his bullocks 
fall aud assumed the posture of a Ifou in repose. 
J3ut (here was a wad light iu his eye, and his h.ilf 
opened jaws emitted a sharp, bellowing sound 
twice, lu an Instant he rolled over on his side, 
trod to rise and fell back, and a pnmlllcro, with a 
snort, sharp knife, pierced the spinal cord Just be- 
hind the horn?. The muscles relaxed witlra sharp 
twitch all over the body, and the bull was dead. 


The three gaudy Billies tiotted mto the arena in 
chaige of tluee attendants and made the airmelodi- 
ous with lhe Janzlliig ol their bells. They wore 
pushed and pulled about foi a moment, the whtaic- 
trce was hitched to u rope, fastened arouu 1 the dead 
bull's horns, and to -'the music of the bells" aud tlie 
braying ol the band, the carcass was whisked through 
the diiot aud out of the nag. 
Picadors and cajjladores nad again taken up posi- 


tion before the gatss Closed, aad two of the horses 
wure blotched with blood iroin tne iray JUSE ended, 
one of tham, whose snoulder had beeu bit ly gashed, 
showing signs ol lamene<-), A fresh horse, however 
took the place of ihe one whicii had been so terribly 
gored in the flank. 


THE TBUaPBTS SOUNDED AGAIN 
and a brindled bull, with black spots and crooked, 
murderous looking horns, jumped into the rmg wuh 
a succession of short, uyisuug leaps and snorted so 
that he blew up small clouds of dust 
with 
Ins "oreaih. For a 
time 
he 
galloped about 
tne riiig 
with 
a sort of wicked 
coQuetry, 
miking 
feints 
m 
rapid 
succession 
against 
all the bull-flgliterF, bnl declining combat. Instead 
of waiting for the bun's assault tiis picadors repeat- 
edly rode amiss the rmg, guidmg their quivering, 
blindfolded horses by the rems, and challenged the 
bull wiih pikes set wlthm fifteen inches or his face: 
but with a knowing shake ot ins head he wheeled 
away and galloped off again to Hire with and feint 
at tne caoiadores. 


The audience, which had hitherto remained silent, 
became disgusted because he did not nght, and loud 
cries of 


"riTEP-i !" "FUEBA 1" "FUERA "' 


sign ifying-Pui; him out, ""rut him out," were heard 
on ail sides. The tumult became general, and just 
at tins junctuie the bull saved his reputation, for, 
probably excited by the noise, he cha.geft a picador 
and, disregarding the pike thrust with which ho 
was met, overturned completely both horse and 
lider. The picador fell flat on the other side of his 
horse from the bull, and lay lor an lastsnt motion- 
less, fearing to attract the attention of the bull by 
rising. The beast gored the fallen horse savagely, 
but the capladores drew him off, and the rider a"ain 
mounted his now panic stricken and bleeding steed. 


The fray-was resumed with the same mad flelcer- 
sSeiter or men, the dust, the noise aad shoutin" 
and ttte terrible shock" as the horses were over- 
thrown or driven in a heap against the wall. The 
bull was not a dangerous ene. However, and waen 
the bugles summoned tne banaenileros, the pica- 
dors rode out, their steeds limping and bloody, but 
not; \ ery badly gored. 


The banfleriileros decorated the bull with the rib- 


bofled darts, but considerable dlsapniobation was 
expressed by the crowd as two or tlfe banderlileros 
Jailed to fasten their missiles, and upon lenewlng 
their attempts with rresn weapons one of tne two 
darts In each instance foil out. Tne people shouted 
"Fuera / jiiera .»' again and again the words bem"- 
directed against the men. The banderllleres b£ 
came exasperated as the audience jeered them for 
their lack ors_kiil, aud, with an-cy looks, each or them 
taking new darts planted them deeply and firmly in 
the ouil's shoulders thus redeeming their renata- 
tions. The lesult «aa that lhe bull had uiae darts 
in all wriggluis: ui hisfle^h, instead of the usual 
complement of 312— two from, each ol' tie three ban- 
denlleros. 


A short, heavy, swarthy matador advanced with 
a great deal 01 "bravo" m nis manner, and, after 
some manoeuvring, gave the bull a ten-inch thrust, 
just ia {rout of lhe right shoulder blade. The ent 
was not a good cae, ho ,vever. and the bull ran about 
tne rmg, now afraid, now deiDerate. ,13 the cania.- 
dores harassed i:im and 
tlie 
matador sought 
another cuance tc strike. But tlie bull was shy, and 
dodged the flashing steel, 
and before IE a"am 
touched him he droppcu to tne earth and lolled 
over, rose a<rain. staggered a moment, then fell a 
second time aad was, in his deatn agonv. 


The puutelleio finished lain with a dexterous 
thrust, and the miiles le-'t a long curved trail of 
Wood in the dust as they cantered, awav wita his 
carcass. 


mood tho creain-colorcd atiimiil trembling violently, 
with his rider on Ins baric. A capludoro calls the 
riders'attention to donicthliur, and it isporcelvcd 
that Uie uhtiallsof thecrcam iiorao arc urotruduiK 
through tlie ghastly rent In in* pauuch, and aro 
hniiglmr, pinK ntiil Moodr. within ton Inches of the 
ground. Tho hone wiiven ana staggers and 18 
dying, mid tliclKiyn also seen to stagger against 
the ienec. llo is <lrl»g, tuo.ironiloAi of blood. Jt 
I-i one of the cruellest; -ilghts ever witnessed. All the 
toreadors seem fatigued, and I turned away from 
tlie scene, »lcsc .it the btomach. 


My eye rented ou Valinaseda's frowning face. He 
loosed sifllen and cruel, with his "tnill necU." fat, 
aul'iial chin and }j.vrt, aud deeply interested m tho 
blood i bu?ines«. 


Again the hor.-)c<i waver visibly as If about to fall, 
and ifear the bull may astalu charge (mthedj'lnKimi- 
inal>), when lhe trumpet trilH pleasantly, eveo mer- 
cifully, the gates are opened, the picador* rldo our. 
their horses stagftcrliig ag.ilmt the gateposts as they 
pa-s. and .'-oiiie of lhe attendants pushing them for 
fear they may drop dead m the open gateway.

perfarmed by the picador before alludea to, who 
was so severe! r brui«cd beneatn his liors?. It was 
noticed throaguout the tournament that this man 
was singularly unfortunate in being savagely at- 
tacked by all the bulls, and all the horses he rode, 
four in number, were killed or terribly wounded, so 
that they could not survive. 


The number of attacks made upon the picador ac- 
tually exasperated lum, and he determined upon 
disgracing a: least one bttil and winning a trophy. 
This bu-i, as did also all those introduced, earned 
upon his loins a large red rosette, with streamers, as 
already described. A3 he cnarged at the picador 
the latter received him with his pise; but the horse 
was savagely gored in the rlos, and. as the bull

plunged after him. the horseman leaned over Irom. 
the saddle, snatched the rosette from the bull's llesn, 
placed It in his own mouth, aud ao-am seizin** his 
pike, rode away from and then charged the ball.

The- fifth aad sixth bulls were despatched after thfi 
same succession of charges and thrusts, and bcfere 
the last animal hau dropped after being stabbed by 
the matador a hundred boys aad men. had leaped 
over the railing into the arena and were crowding 
around to witness the death scene.

"We are Isolated at tne root of tlie Ulaeic Hills, tlio 
miniature Kooky Mountains, with tne vast Plains, 
sow enow-covered and bleak ooyond description, 
t>etween us and tne outposts of civilization—over 
two thousand miles from the thronged and brilliant 
streets of the metropolis. But once a weeK 40 wo 
hear from the ontslde world, when tlie mail-carrier 
cornea tumbling, naif frozen, Into camp from Lara- 
mle, the post between this and Cheyenpd Tiien 
there is a rush for news. 6niccrs, soldiers and the

are

and papers, and the WEEKLY HEKAI.D (s the most 
flesired. For days after the mall arrival the Post 
Library is thronged and the barracks are tarned into 
Jorums for the debate of public questions, and par- 
ticularly of those involved in the European war. T/ie 
Irish to a man are ardent partisans Of the French, 
but that nationality—the Irish—Is in a decided minor- 
l$y, though they mate the biggest noise. Theihau 
is earned hence to Fort jLanunle by a military coil- 
tractor; thenc<5 there is a regular post route to 
Cheyenne. 


The winter has bsen on the whole mild, but a fqrt- 


nigsrsoold term, with the mercury often at from

In extreme cold weather no amount ol 
clothing suffices to protect from the searching cold, 
and men wrapped in woollens and furs cannot bear 
exposure for any length of time.

• And TfEile merely alluding to mat item, permit me 
to allnde to one or the worst anuses ever allowed In 
any country to bitten uDon the servants of the peo- 
ple. Jt w:il be remembered that Congress proposed 
to abolish the sutler system. It did away with 
suties, bat retained tae system in ail its worst fea- 
tures. TEe sutler Is now called ibe post trader. He 
robs the auidiers precisely as ttie deruntt sailer did 
before him. 
The troops in isolated places HKe this, 


and for tnat matter anywhere, are compelled to pav 
exorbitant rates ior sv e.-ythini not furnished by the 
government, and ror many a-.iicles mat ought to be 
furnished gratis to soldiers, sacli as blacking, 
Irusaes. Donshiag stufio, Ac. Taeae me commissary 
eliould supply, ir not gratis at least at cost prices as 
purchased m iiuantitres. .fur instance, the soldier 
must have his accoutrements exquisitely clean and 
bright. 
For this purpose he must have rotted 


stone, tnpoil, heel ball, brashes. &c. 
Tnese he Is 


forced to buy of the r/ost trader as three or four prices. 
A paper 01 tnpoli in the States costs at retail ten 
esats; tare hs jjavs thirty cenis. A shoe biusn. 
Uoriti twenty-five cenfc, costs seventv-flve cents or 
a dollar. A ten cent box of blacking is thirty cents, 
a five cent bottle or JUEIS tiiirty-llve cents, and 
80 on- All thise, J say. fchouid be provided by tne 
commissariat, and if tue soldier has to pjy lor them 
they should be famished a: a reasonable rate. This 
tfas provided lor by the act of Caagrets designed to 
remedy the abuse, but the sutlers' lobbv beat the 
Intc-nnon ot the biu. The commissarut also is sup- 
posed to supply troops with sundry extras, which 
they bave to pay cash for beiore receiving-, sacfi as 
candles, burter, piffles, 
sauces, canned stafls, &c. 


But thev get lew accommodations that wav. The 
caprice of commanding officers oiten dereats'tms, as 
upon his approval depends the issue cf these com- 
modities. He will Irequently withhold the istue of 
ttete extras till large quantities are hall spoiled, 
when they will be freely sola to tie troops at foil 
prices, with me most accommodating case, ov order 
of the commandant. 
As Congress Is in session, 


possibly it may snare time from Ben Bai- 
lor's, Stunner's and "other internecine republican 
quarrels to look into t us little matter and retonn a 
great abuse. Often, at isolated posts, tne trader 
ana the officer are in "canouts"—soldier language 
for partnership—ana at all events the onlcers nave 
a reduced scliedaie of nnces for the articles they 
•want, as compared with tne soldiers' list of prices. 


The "Winter "here h.^s bsen uneventful, liic In-

While the sndden and mysterious disappearance 


Gibbs from ms home near "Wortningtoa la 
being agitated m the wildest manner, and b3for6 
any clue can be obtained of his whefeabonts, the 
startling Intelligence reaches us Of the oiscoverv-of 
a crime even more atrocious in its character than the 
former, and which alike 13 shrouded in mystery. 
"What gives the latter crime a darker slsaueistiie 
fact that both were committed In the same locality, 
or Tvithin a few miles of each other.
